In response to the Election of Species requirement dated August 20, 2004, the 
Applicants provisionally elect the Species II corresponding to Figures 16-20 and identify 
Claims 12-49 as readable on the provisionally elected species. 

The Applicants respectfully traverse the election requirement. 

First, the outstanding Official Action merely includes the conclusory statement that 
"the application contains claims directed to ... patentably distinct species ..." without stating 
any basis whatsoever in support of such a finding. This is in violation of MPEP §816, which 
states: 

The particular reasons relied on by the examiner for 
holding the inventions as claimed are either independent or 
distinct should be concisely stated. A mere statement of 
conclusion is inadequate. The reasons upon which the 
conclusion is based should be given....

In the absence of any annunciated basis, it is respectfully submitted that the PTO clearly has 
not carried forward its burden of proof to establish distinctness.
